BS the whole Verſe we ought to underſtand, that un- 
der any favourable Diſpenſations of Providence, it is out 
Duty to be Comfortable and Cheerta! : But nut to betray 
the mirth of Fools, not to loſe our ſelves in the ex- 
travagance of ſenſual carnal Sifmers. We fhouid be 
wiſely moderate in our well-temper'd Expreſſions of 
Joy: Alway remembering there is need of being Scdate 
and Serious, even in the midit of Joy and Triumph. 
Thou knoweſt not what may be on the morrow : In the 
time of laughing it may be ſoon a time to mourn. The 
Days of Proſperity and Adverſity have their courſe and 
change appointed to them. Nothing durable! The Even- 
ing and the Morning that make the Day, break in and 
tread upon each other. Be prepard for all Events: in a 
good Day put not the evil one too far from you, In rhe 
Day of Proſperity rejoyce, but in the Day of Adverſity conſider : 
God alſo bath ſet the one over againſt the other, tothe end that 
Man ſhould find nothing after bim. 

We ought to thank God and to congratulatc one ano- 
ther, that our preſent Thoughts are taken up with the 


former part of this Text; that our Eyes are bleſt with 
| a fignal and ſurprizing Day of Proſperity; and our Hearts

; with Morning- Thoughts, that it was not thy auſpigious 


Fate or Deſtiny, it was not thy lucky Chance or For- 
tune, that brought about this Happineſs unto thee? but

thy good and gracious God, becauſe he had a Favour 
unto thee.

This was the ingenious Temper of Jacob; when God 
had proſpered his Condition, and conducted him by | 
Angels in his happy Progreſs towards Peace and Plenty; | 
then he renounces his own Merit and Praiſe; he makes 
this humble and grateful Acknowledgement to God, 
Gen, 32. lo. I am not worthy of the leaſt of all thy Mercies, 
and of all the Truth, which thou haſt ſhew'dunto thy Servant;

Guide and Support, and Succeſs ; with inconliderable

Alas! how unworthy are we of God's Mercies, if we 

are unmindful.of the hand of God in them? So indeed 
our greedy Swine devour the Fruit that falleth on the 
Ground, without looking up to the Tree from whence 

it falleth: And fo the wild Aſſes quench their Thirſt, they 
refreſh themſeives in the Water-Books, without re- | 
garding the Fountain from whence they flow. But ſhall 
Man likewiſe be ſo void of underſtanding, as to catch 
up any Gitt, without reflecting who beſtows it? How 
juſtly doth the Apoſtle argue? 1 Cor. 4. 7. Who maketh 

q bee to differ from another ? And what haſt thou that thou didſt 

| not receive? Now if theu didſt receive it, why deſt thou glory 

. 1 if thou hadſt not receiv'd it? 

T his Recognition of the Grace and Goodneſs of God 
ought more eſpecially to be made in any time of Victory 
over our Enemĩes: when we mult not affect or aſſume 
the Gloty to our ſelves; but muſt offer it as a Sacrifice 
due to the Lord of Hoft, a Sacrifice of Praiſe and 
Thankigiving, acceptable and well-Pleaſing in his Sight. 
P/:1. 44. 2. 3. For they got not the Land in poſſeſſion through 


| | Heir own Sword, neither was it their own Arm that 3 
| them: ©

them: But thy right Hand kN thine Arm, and the Light of 
thy Countenance, becauſe thou hadſk a Favour unto them. 
The very Heathens underſtood War to be a neceſſary 
Appeal to Heaven, and when they obtain'd any eminent 
Sacceſs, their natural Notion was, that the Gods had 
ſo decided the Cauſe on their ſide; and they made their 
glad Oblations for that divine Juſtice and Favour done 
unto them. And yet they were blinded thro” ignorance 
of the true God; they talk'd of an Alea Belli, athrowing 
ot the Dye or the chance in War: Whereas we know 
that no event is meerly fortuitous; or if there be a Lot 
caſt into the Lap, yet the whole diſpoſing thereof 1s of the Lord 
Wherefore let us look upward, and make this our firſt 
Duty in any Day of Proſperity, to remember that it is God 
who hath proſpered us in that Duty. 

Secondly, Our ſecond Duty in a Day of Proſperity is 
© To look near, and ſearch into the ways of God's Wiſ⸗ 
© dom and Goodneſs, to fee how and in what manner 
© he wrought out that Proſperity for us. 

Some Pertons take in the multitude of God's Mercies 
as it were by content, without troubling themſelves to 
enquire into the particuiar Value of them : They think 
only in general, and view the full Heap, without turn- 
ing over any part of it. This is but a flovenly wav of 
Inadvertence and of wretched Negligeace. So the ha- 
ſty Traveller by Night caſteth up his Eyes by chance, 
and ſpietli the Firmament full of Stars, and yet ſtayeth 
not to contemplate the Order and Beauty of them. The 
Works of God are great and marvellous, if they are 


| ſought out of them who have pleaſure therein: They ate ſo 


excellently done, that they will bear the neareſt and 
the ſtricteſt View: At a diſtance we have bur a {light and 
imper fect Glance; we mult approach and ſee them as it 


| were Face to Face, if we would be let into the Myſteries 


of Glory in them. Every happy Revolution of Affairs, 
hangeth on a Chain of Providences fo fine, and ſo ex- 


quiluely link'd together, that a heedleſs Eye can by no 
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means diſcern the yariqus Connection of it: There muſt 
be cloſe. and. intimꝗqte Obſervation and Reſearch, to 
carry along the Cle that leads from Earth to Heaven. 
It private Perſons in their Proſperity did but ſeriouſly 
conlider, What a maze of Difficulties they have run 
N through what a train of Bleſfings have waited and 
. crowded on them, and ha ſome of their chief Misfor- 
tunes have unacconntably.rurn'd to their beſt Adyan- 
tage! l lay, keien would dein back and look up, they 


could not but admire and adore the wonderful Goodneſs 


of God toward chem. But publick States and King- 
doms have often a more remarkable ſhare in God's wiſe 
order lug and diſpoſing their Peace and Safety. We our 
ſelves have ſeena Reſtauration of Church and State, and 
again a diliverance ot them in a later Revolution: Both 
in {ach a high time, aud both after ſo miraculous a 
manner, that we are in a. Dream every time we think 
o them, eſpecially choſe. of you who know the ſecret 
operations of em, how different cauſes did combine, apd 
ho divided hearts did uncxpectedly and almoſt unde- 
lignedly unite to help bring about what God was doing 
How panick Fears, depreſt rhe ſtronger fide, and how 
Hopes even againſt Hope did raiſe the weaker ! And 
how in both Caſes, the whole Work was done by an im- 
-pretion on the Minds of Men, without lifting up their 
Hands without ſhedding Blood! God's ways are not as 
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That in the Threats of a dreadful Siege, the Winds 
and the Waves, which are at God's Command, ſhould 
retard the forming of it, which otherwiſe (if begun up- 
on the firſt Project) muſt have fatally prevaiPd. That 
this Siege however retarded ſhould be ſo forcibly carry'd 
on, as to be within a Day or two of certain Succeſs; and 
yet within that Day or two that Help ſEould come in 
timeof need, as 1t were flying on x Wings of the 
Wind, driving away a numerous Fleet before them, and 
ſo pouring in Relief when the laſt Breath was drawing! 
That a formidable Army ſhould then be ſilent in their 
Fears, and ſwift in their Retreat, and not minding the 
eclipling of their Maſter's Glory, tho' a bare Jealouſie 
of ſo doing, was once a pretended cauſe of War! That 
this one Diſgrace was poſſibly to be covered, by ſending 
Orders for the ſpeedier Engagement ih another Place: 
That fo in diſtreſs and ſtorm, one Wave of Calamity 
might ſerve to carry on another ! That an Enemy ſhould 
for this Reaſon ſeem to offer Battel, who had learn'd all 
the Arts of evading Battel. That their appearing to 

make the firſt Onſet, ſhould be an appearance only! 
That our braver Troops ſnould diſdain to expect a 
Charge, ſhould in their wonted manner prefer the ma- 
king of it! That our General, the Soul of all, ſhould 
breath in every part, and dare to be more than once 
ready to expire; and yet that the precious Life ſhould 
be bound up in the Hand of God, to animate the whole 
Body, and invigorate every Member of it! That this 
valiant Leader ſhould not ſtop but in abſolute Victory, 
nor then ſhould ſtop, but preſs on to uſe, and to im- 
prove, and to enjoy the Victory; to make the Purſuir, 
if poſſible, be more Glorious than the Defeat; to break, 
to ſcatter the People that ſhall no more delight in War; 
to demand, to accept the Surrender of Fortreſſes, Cities, 
and whole Province; to do in a few Days what would 
have rewarded our Hopes, if they had been deferr'd to 
ſeveral years ! This and more is God's doing, and the 
ADK eee eee more 
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more nearly we behold it, the more marvellous will ic 
be in our Eyes! It will engage us to this ſecond Duty in 
our Day of Proſperity, which is, © To look near, and 
ſearch into the ways of God's Wiſdom and Goodneſs, 
to ſce how and in what manner he wrought out that 
© Profperity for us. 

Thirdly, Arhird Duty in the Day of our Proſpericy 
13 To be Moderate, Meck and Prudent, not to ſwell 
© with Pride, nor be exalted out of meaſure. As is 
the Infirmity of many leſſer Souls, who cannot bear the 
being Great; the higher they advance, the more their 
Heads turn ; the more Oltentation, Vain-glory, and 
Inſolence, tilltheir proud Boaſting does meet with ſome 
terrible Rebuke; and then the more exalted they were 
in their proſperous Eſtate, the more abje& and con- 
temptible they will lye down in the Duſt, 

It was thus with vain Nebuchadnezzar, who would 
have all the Nations bowe down to the Image that he 
had affected to ſet up; and was full of his great ſwelling 
Words, Dan. 4. 30. I not this (ſays he) great Babylon 
that I have built for the Houſe of the Kingdom, by the Might 
of my Power, and for the Honour of my Majeſty? Till to 
humble him, a Voice fell from Heaven, ſaying, The 


Kingdom ii departed from tbee. And ſo he became the dull 


Image in his own Dream, Dan. 11. 32. miſerably 
degencraring from a Head of fine Gold to Feet part of Iron, 
and part of Clay, lt is thus with many other weak Peo- 
ple, who can afford to contain themſelves while their 
Bounds are narrow; but when they come to cnlarge their 
Wealth and Dominion, then are they full of themſelves, 
Delpiſers of other Men, Haughty, Imperious, Inſuffer- 
able; and nothing can reſtore them to a found Mind, 
but the being once more reduced to a low Degree, 

Leet us prepare our Heart againſt Temptation; Let 
us learn in our Day of Proſperity to keep Wiſdom and 
Religion, learn to bear a happy Change, without be- 
traying Prodigalicy and Affectations of Pride: Not to 
let our Paſſions flow in too faſt upon our Fortunes, but

to walk humbly in our higheſt Station. Eſpecially to 


avoid the Temptations ariſing from any quick and a- 


mazing Progrels of our Arms: The Temprations of 
vaunting our ſelves, and reviling our Adverſaries, and 
of doing as the Greeks and Romans did, borrowing the 
Vices and Vaaicics of thoſe we Conquer. We have 


| ſeen and certainly have deſpiſed their vain ways of mag- 
| nifying every Action? of Proceſſioning and Singing for 
every little Advantage; of ſtriking Medals, and raiſing 
Statutes, and forming Inſcriptions, and lahouring for 
many Devices, with Flattery, with Arrogance, with 
Blaſphemy it ſelf. All ſuch falſe ways let us utterly 
| abhor. Truth is a plain thing, and needeth no luven- 
tions; and a true Greatnels of Mind is above the World 


and the Pomps of ir. The worthieſt Heroes have been 
the leaſt fond of their own Glory; have been calm, even 
and unaffected Men? have ſet a wiſe Example of this 


| 
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third Duty in a Day of Proſperity, which is, Tobe 
Moderate, Meck and Humble. 

Fourthly, In the Day af Proſperity we ſhould ſtill 
remember, To be Sedate and Serious, and Sober, and 
Tempotate in all things within our own Command, 
and conſtantly on our Guard. 

Many looſe People do make their Proſperity an oc- 
caſion of Riot and Exceſs, of many fooliſh and hurtful 


Luſts; and propoſe nothing but the Pleaſures of Sin for 
that abuſed Seaſon of Gladneſs. A tatal wav of Re- 


joycing for Men to be ſwallow'd up in Senſuality, and 


run away from themſelves in Tranſports of Frolick and 


Madneſs. True Joy is not to loſe our Senſes, but to raiſe 
them into more quick and lively Apprehenſions of the 
Divine Goodneſs, and our own Felicity. The Aſſig- 


8 for Drunkenneſs and Revels can ſerve only fot 


the Mirth of Fools, the Crackling of Thorns, the ſhort 
Blaze, and the offenſive Smoak. T herefore ſaid Solo- 


mon, the Proſperity of Fools ſhall deſtroy them, i. e. Men of 
Levity and ungovern'd Humour, who have not diſcrcti- 


--2to make a right and ſober uſe of God's Bleſſings, but 


effcr up their Joys, as the Sacrifice of Fools, in a rivtous

and extravagant way of living: They ſoon make an end 
of their Subilance, or prehaps of themſelves. Happict| 
Men, if they had leſs proſper'd in the World! 

We know the time, when a glorious Reſtitution ofl 
the King and Royal Family, aud a Reſtauration of the! 
Government after many years interruption, was a Bleſ- 
ſing too great for the generality of People to uſe wiſely, 
or well to hear. They iadulg'd themſelves in Liberties, 
which they thought at that time excuſable; till a Habit 
of Diſſoluteneſs was coming on, that threatened to cor- 
rupt the Age, and even to deſtroy a licentious Nation. 
Any like opportunity of univerſal Triumph may ex- 
pole us to the like Temptations and Dangers, if we be 
not Sober and Reſerv'd, and Watchful; not turning 
this Grace of God into Wantonneſs, but holding faſt our 
Prudence and a good Conſcience, and ſo ſanctitying our 
great Succeſſes by a worthy uſe of them: It is ſo far alone, 
we any way deſerve them, or indeed any way enjoy 
them. | 

It in the midſt of our exceeding Happineſs, we only 
grow more Soft and Senſual, Greater Libertines, and 
looſer Companiqns; then do we fadly proſtitute the 
Mercies of God to the Service of the Wicked One, and 
his Wages of our Sin may be temporal DeſtruCtion, as 
well as a Damnation that muſt be eternal. For we are 
then doing our Enemies Work for them, which they 
could not do themſelves: We are difpiriring an Engliſh 
People, and preparing them to be weaker than their 
Neighbours. For 'tis a miſerable miſtake that ſome 
Men commit in thinking, that Drunkenneſs is a Prin- 
ciple of Courage: It is ſo of Ferity and Brutiſhneſs: It is 
ſo for quarrelling and fighting with Friends aud one a- 
noche +5; +. | 
But Martial Valour requires the Sound and the Whole 
Man, not to ruſh like the Horle into Battel, but to have 
Foreſight and deliberate Reſolution. Hence there neve 
was in Hiſtory a perfect General, fam'd for unerrin 
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Conduct, and bleſt with a Series of continual Snocels,

lei Fifthly, a fifth Duty ſeaſonable in a Day of Proſpe- 
ly, rity, is, To Rejoyce with Charity and Love, not to 
ies, © deſpiſe or forget the Calamities of them that mourn. 
Private Perſons and Bodies of Men under any gric- 
vous Ad verſity, do juſtly deſire to be remember d and 
reliev'd. And therefore if any of thoſe Perſons or Bodics 
| ſhould emerge from their Affliction, they ſhould not 
forget the Miſeries of thoſe who were lately Fellow- 
ſufferers with them; who having been Partakers of their 
| evil things, ſhould be now made partakers ot their good 
things. Or elſe it is Ingrateful, and ſomewhat Inhu- 
man! And yet this is often the baſeneſs of a great part of 
joy Mankind: In a common affliction they cry for equal help, 
but when they themſelves are deliver d, it ſufficeth; they 
| have a ſeparate Intereſt to ſerve, they betray, or at belt 
they neglect their late Friends. Such unthanktful and 
unholy Men were cenſured by the Prophet Amos, when 
redeem'd from Diſtreſs and Needy then they Eat and 
as Drank and Anointed themſelves, and all the while were not 
{ grieved for the Affliction of Joſeph, i. e. would not be ſenſi- 
hey Fas N the Sufferings of others, when their own turn was 
erv'd.. by 
Such like hard uſage may be long the Neglect, and at 
laſt the Neceffity of F to keep 
the fond Promile of reſtoring Princes, and of diſpoſing 
5! Crowns and Empires; but 1 his Aſſoc ates in Diſ- 
race and irrecoverable Ruin. Whereas this can never 
be the Overſight, nor the Inability (we hope) of righte- 
| ons and honourable Allies, whoſe end of War is Peace 
to all the World, who take up Arms.corelicve the Op- 
preſſęd; to bring back the Perſecured, to ler the Slaves 
g0 free, to do Right to all who ſuffer Wrong; and ſo to 
{ct ageherous Example to this fifth Duty in the Day of

Sixthly, A ſixth Duty in our Day of Proſperity, is,

. of Enemies, nor to delight in any meet Revenge upon 
them. 


A KRetaliation of Injures is the falſe Balance, and is 
indeed deccitful and abominable, And yet this is the 
frequent dealing ot the World: We hunt down an Ad- 
verlary for the Sweetneſs of being reveng'd upon him: 
And therefore upon any Ad vantage gain d we ſpare him 
not; we tread and trample on him with utmoſt Indig- | 
nation and Fury. This is commonly the Ferment of | 
weak and cowardly Diſpolition : They molt inſult their 
Enemies who were moſt afraid of them; when they | 
prev ail, their Anger is Fierce, and their Mercies are 

llent Spirit knoweth how | 


Cruel. But the brave and exce 
to ſpare; is always generous to a yielding Foc, and 
having Conquer'd him into Submiſſion, gaineth another 
Victory by giving Liberty and Life. It is an Attribute 
of God communicable to good Men, to have Compaſſion, 
and iu the midff of Judgment to remember Mercy, 
However, our Enemies did once exalt themſelves a- 
ainſt all that fell into their mercileſs Hands, Plunder- 
ng, Ravaging, Burning, Laying Waſte, and turning 
Earth into a Place of Torments! Let us ſhew a contra- 
ry Example of Courage and Clemency inſeperable. 
Thoſe who ſubmit will have the utmoſt Favour of the 
Articles given tothem; the Sick and Wounded will find 
Refuge in our Hoſpitable Tents, and a Relief from the 
Hands that nobly Hurt them: The Priſoners will re- 
joyce in this, that their Captivity in our Land ſhall be 
caſier than what they call Liberty in their 6wn. For 
(Iſay) the exerciſing Cruclty and the enjoying Reyenge 
are not the Property of Conſcience and Honour. od 
abhorreth the Blood-Thirſty and Deceitful Man, and of- 
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ten repayeth him that he 27 deſerv'd. Proud Adonibezek 
mangled his ox Captives, and made 'em gather their 
Meat under his Table; but at laſt he was brought down 
to Sigh and Say, As I bave done ſo God bath requited me 
Judg. 1.7. Tyrantsand Oppreſſors have rare y eſcap'd 
in this Life; to put us in mind of this Duty in a Day of 
Proſperity, The ſhowing Mercy and Compaſſion, not 
© inſulting the worſt of Enemies, nor delighting in any 
© mean revenge upon them. | 
Seyenthly, Anocher Duty in our Day of Proſperity, 
is, © To agree the better among oar ſelves, and with one 
Heart and Mind to value and enjoy thoſe common 
| © Mercies, that God hath vouchſafed to give unto us. 

All publick Rejoycing ſuppoſes a mutual conſent of 
the ſame People, ia the ſame Senſe of their univerſal 
Happineſs; and a joynt Inclination more effectually to 
love and to ſet ve one another: Whatever is a National 
Safety and Glory muſt command the Affections, the 
natural Affections, of all that belong to that Nation, 
To envy the Succeſs ofour common Cauſe, does betray 
a foreign Heart, and Blood eſttanged from us. If any 
within our own Land can be grieved for their Enemies 
Loſs and Reproach, they mult at leaſt diſſemble, they 
mult conceal that ſhameful Grief for to dare to own it, 
would be an inſufferable Thing. However, if there be 
any ſuch Enemies of our own Houſe, and we can not- 
| withſtanding ſecure our Houſe, let us try to overcome 
eyen their Evil with our Good. 
It is an happy Change in ſome Men, that while they 
are in trouble, they commend Mercy and Moderation ; 
but in Proſperity they likewiſe fit down in the Seat of 
the Scornful, and exerciſe that very Dominion and Op- 
preſſion, which they ſo lately condemn'd in others. As 
| Amos 6. 3. They put far away the evil Day, and cauſe the 
Seat of Violence to come near. They bcfore ſuffer'd under 
Tyranny and Perſecution ; and yet they practice them, 
as if they had never felt them. This is want of Re- 
ligion; and even of that moral Gallantry, to * ich 
ome 
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ſome pretend without Religion. The Wiſe and Vir- 
tuous Souls will not be ſo corrupted by Proſperity; they 
in their Grandeur will be ſtill cool, and calm, and mild 
and moderate. For why, Wrath and Violence ſerve 
only to provoke Man, and to incenſe the mercitul God. 
In every Age and Nation, thoſe riſing Powers that 
would have their turn of running down others, as they 
themſelves had been everborn ; would plague and perſe- 
cute, and be aveng'd on thoſe, whom they remembred 
to have been their bitter Adverſaries: This was not 
their Duty, and it rarely proved their Intereſt; Men 
hated their Fury, and their Fierceneſs did God reſtrain.
